A.D.A. President Reports 
At General Session 


Dr. Paul H. Jeserich, 1o1st president of 
the American Dental Association, will 
address the General Session of the Mid- 
winter Meeting on Monday evening, 
February 8th. He will bring us a word 
picture of the problems which face or- 
ganized dentistry in the year ahead and 
goals for the year 1960. 

Dr. Jeserich was born in Chicago 
where he received his preliminary edu- 


cation and in 1924 was graduated from 
the University of Michigan Dental 
School. He joined the teaching staff of 
his alma mater and taught for three years 
and then entered private practice. In 
1937 he returned to the University as 
director of graduate studies and devoted 
full time to teaching. In 1950 he was 
named Dean of the School of Dentistry. 
He is also director of the W. K. Kellogg 
Foundation Institute of Graduate and 
Postgraduate Dentistry at the University. 

The dental educator is a past-president 
of the Michigan State Dental Association, 
was trustee for two terms to the American 
Dental Association until 1958 when he 
was chosen president-elect of the Asso- 
ciation. He has also served on three 
councils of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation and was formerly a member of 
the Advisors Committee for Dentistry of 
the Kellogg Foundation, the Committee 
on Dentistry of the National Research 
Council and the National Advisory Com- 
mittee of the Veterans Administration. 

Dr. Jeserich is a member of many pro- 
fessional organizations including Feder- 
ation Dentaire Internationa'e, Interna- 
tional Association for Dental Research 
and is a Fellow in the American College 
of Dentists. He is an honorary member of 
the American Academy of Periodon- 
tology. He holds membership in the fol- 
lowing fraternities: Phi Kappa Phi, Phi 
Sigma, Delta Sigma Delta, and Omicron 
Kappa Opsilon. 
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he Society is greatly honored to pre- 

sent as its General Session speaker 
on Monday night, February 8th, one of 
our nation’s leading figures, the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, Ezra Taft Benson. 
Secretary Benson is a controversial per- 
sonality. He is the embodiment of all 
that is right and of all that is wrong, if 
anything is, with the great farm prob- 
lem. That problem and its solution has 
more to do with our American way of 
life and with the future way of life of 
the whole world than any other activity 
of our government. Recently operated on, 
the Secretary overruled the advice of 
his physician to make this trip to the 
Midwest to address our great representa- 
tive group of interested Americans. He 
is an outstanding speaker, a leader and 
policy maker. We are proud to have him 
at our Midwinter Meeting. 

Here are a few facts about the Sec- 
retary: 

Mr. Benson was born in Whitney, 
Franklin County, Idaho, August 4, 1899. 
He is the son of George T., and Sarah 
Dunkley Benson, and a great-grandson 
of the Mormon apostle, Ezra Taft Ben- 
son, one of the original pioneers who 
entered the Salt Lake Valley with Brig- 
ham Young on July 24, 1847. His grand- 
parents were among the earliest pioneer 
settlers of southern Idaho. He grew up 
on a farm in his native State and operated 
a farm there from 1923 to 19930. 

On September 10, 1926, he married 
Flora Smith Amussen. They are the 
parents of six children. 

He attended the Oneida Stake Acad- 
emy at Preston, Utah, from 1914 to 
1918, and the Utah State Agricultural 
College at Logan, Utah, from 1918 to 
1921. 

From 1921 to 1923 he served in the 
British Isles as a missionary of the Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. On 
his return home, he continued his edu- 
cation at the Brigham Young University 
at Provo, Utah, where he was graduated 


with honors in 1926, and received a

scholarship to Iowa State College at 
Ames, Iowa. He received his M.S. degree 
in agricultural economics from Iowa 
State College in 1927 and was elected to 
Gamma Sigma Delta, honor society of 
agriculture. He did graduate work at the 
University of California in 1937-38. 

In 1929 Secretary Benson served as 
county agricultural agent, University of 
Idaho Extension Service, Preston, Idaho. 
From 1930 to 1939 he served as exten- 
sion economist and marketing specialist, 
University of Idaho, Extension Division. 

He helped organize the Idaho Cooper- 
ative Council and served as its secretary 
from 1933-38. In the spring of 1939 
he was appointed Executive Secretary 
of the National Council of Farmer Co- 
operatives, a federation of 5,006 cooper- 
ative groups. Since then he has served 
on several advisory committees and na- 
tional boards in the field of Agriculture. 
He was a member of the executive com- 
mittee of the American Institute of Co- 
operation, 1942-1952; director of the 
Farm Foundation from 1946-50; ap- 
pointed by President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt as a member of the National Agri- 
cultural Advisory Committee during 
World War II; member of the National 
Farm Credit Committee 1940-43; United 
States delegate to the first International 
Conference of Farm Organizations in 
London, England, in 1946. In 1952 he 
was named chairman of the Board of 
Trustees of the American Institute of 
Cooperation. 

For many years Secretary Benson has 
been active in Scouting. He served inter- 
mittently as a Scoutmaster from 1918-29, 
Scout Commissioner in 1930-33; a mem- 
ber of the National Council and com- 
mittees, Boy Scouts of America since 
1939; a member of Region Twelve Exec- 
utive Committee since 1945; a member 
of the National Executive Board since 
1948. He was awarded the Silver Ante- 
lope in 1951 and was presented with 
scouting’s highest honor, the Silver Buf-

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MEMORANDUM TO ALL MEMBERS 


BE in 1960 the Department of Registration and Education will start sending 
out License Registration Application Blanks. The Department will mail these 
blanks and pertinent information that has to do with the new addition to the Dental 
Practice Act; namely, dental laboratory work order forms. If there is any doubt in 
the mind of a member whether or not his present address is on file in the Department 
of Registration and Education, it is suggested he notify the Department immediately 
of his present address. The above-mentioned forms and pertinent information will be 
mailed by the Department to the last known address of record. The dentist should 
include in his notification to the Department his name as it appears on his license, 
his license number and office address. This is for his own protection and will save 
embarrassment. 

There have been many questions directed to both the Secretary’s office and the 
Program Director’s office of the Joint Commission on Registration and Law Enforce- 
ment. Some of the questions that have been asked and the answers to them are as 
follows: 


1. Do I have to issue a work order to a laboratory technician working only for me in 
my private office? 
The answer is yes. This part of the law states “Work orders must go to any person, 
firm or corporation that constructs presthetic dental appliances.” If a piece of 
prosthetic work makes several trips between the dentist and the dental laboratory 
for such things as try-ins, change in shade and other adjustments, the same work 
order will hold until the finished work is delivered to the patient. 


2. Where can laboratory forms be procured? 
Our suggestion is to call the laboratories of your choice, as many of them are 
furnishing personalized forms, supply house forms or stock forms produced by a 
printer. 


Do I have to furnish work orders to out-of-state laboratories? 
Dentists using out-of-state laboratories must furnish work orders to that laboratory.

falo, in 1954 at the National Court of 
Honor in recognition of distinguished 
service to the boyhood of America. 

He has taken a prominent part in the 
activities of the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints since his youth. 
While residing in Boise, Idaho, he served 
as president of the Boise Stake. Follow- 
ing his move to Washington, D. C., in 
1940 he was named by his Church as 
president of the Washington Stake, which 
includes all members of the Church in 
the National Capital area, Baltimore and 
Richmond. 

On October 7, 1943, the Secretary be- 
came a member of the Council of the 
Twelve Apostles of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints. As such he 
is one of the General Authorities of the 
Church. He has been given a leave of 
absence from this responsibility while 
serving in the President’s Cabinet. 

From January 1946 until December 
of that year he served as President of 
the European Mission of the Church 
with headquarters in London, England. 
He was responsible for the reorganiza- 
tion of the work of the Church in 14 
European countries, South Africa and 
the Near East. During this time he also 
supervised in these areas the distribution 
of food, clothing, and other needed sup- 
plies through the welfare program of the 
Church. Over a period of 10 months he 


traveled more than 60,000 miles through . 


these war-torn countries. 


Mrs. Benson, who also came of pioneer 
stock, was named homemaker of the year 
in 1955. Their oldest son, Reed, a grad- 
uate of Brigham Young University, com- 
pleted two years service with the U. S. 
Air Force as a chaplain. He is married 
and is presently employed in Washing- 
ton, D. C. Their second son, Mark, re- 
ceived his Master’s degree at Stanford 
University.
